At my first two Diocesan Convocations, I was asked to combine my sermon & 
address into one in order to save time, especially at the first Convocation, when I 
was installed as Bishop & the Presiding Bishop & other visiting bishops were also 
asked to speak. Last year, the delegates suggested that the sermon & address be 
separated, so that the Sermon could have more spiritual content. This I readily agreed 
to, & I have invited the Rev. P.Y. Cheung, the Taiwan Bishop’s Commissary in Hong 
Kong, to give the Sermon, which I am sure you have found most helpful spiritually. 
My address which follows will be mainly a business report. 


There is both progress & regress in our work in the Diocese during the year 1972. 


I. Efforts Toward Self-Support 


In our efforts towards self-support, we continued to make progress. The 25% 
parish (i.e. Mission) contribution to the Diocese has increased by another 13.6%. This 


is well above our plan for an 
8% increase for 5 consecutive 
years. 1am most grateful to 
all our church members & 
especially to the Diocesan 
Finance Committee, the 
Vicars & the Bishop’s Com- 
mittees for this outstanding 
achievement. 


A new source to the 
Diocese, though not so much 
to the Mission churches, has 
been the payment of a small 
cost of administration to the 
Diocese by church institut- 
ions, such as Kindergartens, 


Studen Hostels and Clinics 


_ for the services of Vicars & 
use of diocesan land & pre 


mises. They pay 2% of their 
gross income if they are still 


in debt, & 4% if debt free. 


This system was started- 
only in July last year, & 
the income to the Diocese 
has so far not been large. 
But as our Kindergartens & 
Student Centers (though not 
Clinics) continue to earn 
more money, both Missions 
& Diocese will be able to 
increase their income. 


The opening of the new Girs’ Hostel at St. Peter’s, Chiayi, in February, 1972, met 
a real local need as well as being an important source of income. If not because of 


debt repayment, St. Peter’s Church might now become self-supporting & gain parish 
Status. 


In September, 1972, St. Paul’s Clinic, Kaohsiung, received Government permission 
to treat workers with labour insurance. This has greatly increased the mumber of 
patients coming to the Clinic & has helped the Clinic, which has been losing money 
(we are glad of the sacrifice) for several years, to become nearly solvent again. 
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In October, 1972, the new Nursery floor at St’ Paul’s Church, Kaohsiung, was 
completed, & as it will not be used until September, 1973, the Vicar has occupied it 
as residence to save on the rent being paid. 


New buildings which should have been completed during the year but were delayed 
are: (1) The Bishop Wong Memorial Chapel at the St. John’s & St. Mary’s Institute 
of Technology, expected to complete in January, 1973, & (2) the Vicarage & 3 new 
Kindergarten rooms at Good Shepherd Church, Shihlin, also expected to finish by 
January, 1973. : 


New buildings planned for 1973 include: (1) The Vicarage & Student Center at 
St. John’s Cathedgal, Taipei, (2) The Vicarage at St. Mark’s Church, Pingtung, (3) A 
new 8-Classroom building for SJSMIT.. 


II. Efforts Toward Deepening of Spiritual Life 


In numbers of church attendance, baptisms & confirmations we did not do so 
well last year. There were gains & losses in individual congregations, but on the whole 
the increase in church attendance was insignificant. The drop in baptisms & confirm- 
ations was expected, as the high record of the previous year was difficult to maintain. 
With our small membership the loss of even one or two families through emigration 


to the U.S. or migration to another town ‘or city was very keenly felt. 


What we lost in quantity we tried to make up in quality. To deepen the spritual 
life of clergy & laity was a chief concern of the provious Convocation. And to this 
end we have held Retreats & Conferences for clergy, clergy wives (first time in 
Diocese), laymen & women, youth, Bishop’s Committee members, parish volunteer 
workers, etc.. More Bible classes were held in the Missions, & books of a spiritual & 
devotional nature were bought for Mission libraries. At the end of the year, a Hand- 
book for Family Worship was edited & given free to all church’members to encourage 


them to have daily devotions at home. 


IlI. Training for Indigenous Leadership 


Even among our small diocesan staff, there was much movement last year. Among 
our 15 Chinese clergy, 4 were away-Rev. James K.F. Ling in Mauritius, Rev. Wang 
Hsien-chih, studying at the General Theological Seminary in New York, the Rev. 
John Ling still lingering in the U.S. after completing his S.T.M. at Virginia Theological 
eminary & the Rev. Stephen Hu who left to servevat St. Paul’s Church, Penang, in 
a two-year exchange with the Rev. Wilfred Chee of Kuala Lumpur who has taken 
fis place at the Good Shepherd Church, Shihlin. We are getting short-staffed, & for 
‘the first time one clergy has to take care of two congregations. 


— 
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In September, the Board of Governors of the SJSMIT asked me to share some of 
the administrative work of Canon Edmund Der at the Institute & so I relinquished 
my duties at St. John’s Cathedral as Acting Dean & appointed Canon MC. Chia as 
full-time Dean. At the same time (September 21) I appointed the Rev. Samuel Chen 
as Canon to the Ordinary, assisting & advising me on the complicated matters relating 


to land & new buildings in the Diocese. 


Fortunately, the Rev. Dr. Paul Denlinger came in September, 1972 to teach at 
the National Chengchi University & was able to help with the English-speaking 
congregation at St. John’s Cathedral as well as doing Some college student work. The 
Rey. Dr. Peyton Craighill, after nearly 4 years of absence at Princeton, returned at 
the end of September to resume his teaching at Tainan Theological Seminary (he was 
elected Vice-Principal at the end of the year) & helped out with church & student 
work in Tainan. The Rev. Dr. Walter Morse, SSJE, was in better health last year, & 
so his congregation at Yangmingshan was seldom interrupted on Sundays, & we 
celebrated his 80th birthday on June 18. Father Robert Burch, whose work was with 
the ecumenical Taiwan Christian Service, also gave our Taipei churches valuable help 
on Sundays. For the first time last year, we had the almost full-time service of a 
C.M.S. missionary, the Rev. Roy Taylor, serving at St. Michael’s Student Center & English 
Congregation at Tainan. Roy got married in November & returned to Taiwan in 
January, 1973. However, Miss Louise Reiley, who had been with our Diocese since 1960, 
in charge of our medical work, left for retirement in May, after completing 40 long 
years of devoted service to the Chinese people on the mainland, in Taiwan & else- 


where. 


We give top priority to our further education program for clergy, as a higher 
quality of indigenous leadership is needed in the coming years, & so we have kept 
on sending out clergy for further studies in spite of the tight situation of our per- 
sonnel. Last year, the Rev. C.H. Yang went to St. George’s College, Jerusalem, for a 
three-months’ course, & the Rev. Wang Hsin-chih went to the General Theological 
Seminary for am S.T.M. course. This year our musical Rev. Michael T.H. Liu will 
attend the Royal School of Church Music in England & afterwards some further 
theological studies at Trinity College, Dublin, on a C.M.S. bursary. The Rev. John 
C.C. Chien is expected to leave at about the same time for a degree course at the 
V.T.S. & the Rev. Andrew M.T. Huang will also take some further theological study 


in the U.S., after attending the General Convention in Louisville, Kentucky. 


I gave myself some continuing education when I attended the Organizational 
Development Seminar for Bishops in October last year in Chicago just before the 
House of Bishops met. There I acquired a method for analyzing the strengths & 
weaknesses of my Diocese, some of which | have just mentioned in my present report. 


May God forgive our shortcomings & strengthen our goodnesses, so that we shall 
be able to serve Him & His Church and people more faithfully & effectively in the 
years to come. 


New Link Between Taiwan 


and Hawaii Established 


Visit of Bishop Hanchett to Taiwan 


On Ash Wednesday, 7th March, the Rt. Rev. Lani Hanchett, Bishop of Hawaii, 
arrived in Taipei for the inauguration of the Companion Relationship between the 
two dioceses. He was accompanied by the Rev. William Collins, a non-stipendiary 
clergy in his Diocese. They were met at the airport by Bishop Pong, Mr. Ley Fa- 
Tsang, Dean Chia, Fr. Ke and many lay members of our church. 


The Service of Inauguration was held 
it the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Shihlin, Taipei, at 8 p.m. Before this 
service there was a short service of 
dedication for Hanchett House, the new 
vicarage, named after the Bishop, who 
himself donated the money for its con- 
struction. At the Service of Inauguration 
Bishop Pong and Canon E. Der (Vicar 
of Good Shepherd) celebrated Holy Co- 
mmunion, and Bishop Hanchett preached. 
Mr. Ley Fa-Tsang translated the Bishop’s 
address into Mandarin. In his address 
Bishop Hanchett urged parishioners to be more diligent in prayer, reading the Bible 
and hearing the call of God to service and facing the challenge of the present age. 


After the service there was a reception at the Parish Hall at which Bishop 
Hanchett and Fr. Collins were introduced to all present. A small gift, a model of 
Jesus the Good Shepherd, was presented to the Bishop & Fr. Collins by Mrs. Liu 
Der-Shing. Mr. Jorgen Schroeder, chairman of the Bishop’s Committee of Good 
Shepherd, and Canon Der both gave speeches expressing gratitude to Bishop Hanchett. 
There was also a ceremony in which a cake was cut by the two bishops to comme- 
morate this auspicious occasion. The happy gathering came to an end at about 9.30 p.m. 


Next day Bishop Hanchett and Fr Collins made a quick .visit to the northern 
parishes. First they visited St. John’s Cathedral in Taipei. Dean Chia and members 
of his Bishop’s Committee warmly received our distinguished guests and acquainted 
them with their plans for building a girls’ student hostel. Bishop Hanchett was very 


interested in the project. 


They were then taken to visit the St. John’s and St. Mary’s Institute of Technology 
at Hsinpu. A conducted tour round the whole Institute enabled them to see the 
various departments in action. Bishop Pong (president) and Canon Der (vice-president) 
acquainted our visitors with their plans for future development. They lunched at 


Canon Der’s house. 


After lunch our visitors were taken to see the Church of the Advent, recently 
completed, and situated within the campus. They were quite impressed by its archit- 
ecture and unique design. The Rev. Charles Chen, the chaplain, explained to them the 
meaning of the design and of the words engraved in the aisles. They were then 
taken to visit Yeliu, and Keelung, where they visited also Holy Trinity Church. 


Later, Bishop Pong took our visitors to visit Taichung and the southern deanery, 


including Chiayi, Tainan and Kaohsiung.

This morning (on the day that | write this) we here at St. Andrew’s Cathedral in 
Honolulu prayed by name for Bishop Pong, Dean C. M. Chia and the work of the 
Church in Taiwan. It is a cycle of prayer offered at the altar each day, creating a 
community of prayer that unites us all. 


During my recent visit to Taiwan with Father Collins I was able to familiarize 
myself with the good work that you are doing. It’s the kind of knowledge a concerned 
friend should have. I am’sure that Bishop Pong had the same sort of experience when 
he was with us here in Hawaii not too long ago. 


Our Companion Diocese relationship will be much richer as we are able to visit 
back and forth with each other and to become members of the single family in Christ 
which we are in theory. 


Iam deeply grateful for your wonderful hospitality and for sharing with us your 
problems and your accomplishments. We all have the former, and I was most impressed 
with the latter. 


I was very impressed with the work at the medical and dental clinic in Kaoshiung 
which is providing a good service to the community. We were glad to be able to 
send along a box of medical supplies for the clinic’s use. Hopefully, more assistance 
will be coming along for this clinic in the future. 


Your kindergarten program is impressive. I am thoroughly convinced that the 
kindergarten movement is the best approach to building the Church and evangelizing 
the country, an effective way of bringing many new people to Christ. 


I think that the Institute of Technology is providing a tremendous service to 
Taiwan. The fact that it is doing well financially is a credit to the administration. 
With the Rev. Edmund Der as acting president this good work will undoubtedly 
continue to improve and expand. The Church has a tremendous opportunity to teach 
the Faith to young men and women who in the not too distant future will be leaders 
in Taiwan society. 


I was impressed with the fact that your clergy are well educated and appear very 
interested in securing further theological learning. It is commendable that they have 
this zeal for professional improvement. I can see a marvelous opportunity for Taiwan 
to move on another step in the preparation and training of lay catechists, to take 
advantage of this pool of learning in the Taiwan Church. Hawaii will want to have a 
part in helping to advance this teacher training program.’ 


I thank you for a wonderful visit, and I am grateful that when I pray for you 
and the work on Taiwan I now know who you are and where the work is. I feel 
much, much closer to you and the great people of the Church in Taiwan. God bless 
you and guide you in your very challenging mission for Christ. 


VISIT OF REV. DR, WILLIAM HEFFNER 


On Monday, April 23rd, the Rev. Dr. William Heffner, Asia-Pacific Secretary of 
the American Episcopal Church, arrived 
in Taipei for a four-day visit of the 
Taiwan Episcopal Church. On the first 
day of his arrival, he visited St. John’s 
Cathedral, Good Shepherd Church and 
the Advent Church and had dinner with 
the Northern clergy and lay leaders at 
the Phoenix Restaurant. It was a very 
stimulating and profitable evening spent 
together. Dr. Heffner, in the course of 
the conversation touched on a_ very 


important change of policy which would 


yenbieiaes Anos ihe Northerncclerey affect overseas dioceses. In the past, the 


twenty-one overseas missionary dioceses received directions from 815, New York 
(Headquarter of the American Episcopal Church). Every year, each overseas bishop 
made his application for the needs of his diocese and his request was granted accord- 
ingly. But from last year onwards, instead of 815 New York making all the decisions, 
the twenty-one bishops sat together and discussed their problems and needs together 
and they themselves decided on how much each diocese should get from a block 
grant given by the National Executive Council. As a result, there was more of a 
sense of responsibility for one another and a rich time of spiritual sharing as well. 
This new policy will come into operation at the Gencral Convention at, Louisville 


next year. 


The next day, Dr. Heffner began his visit to the southern deanery. First, he 
went to Taichung and then on to Sun Moon Lake for discussion with Bishop Pong 
on Diocesan plans and finances. On the third day, he went to Tainan to take part in 
the Installation of Rev. Dr. Peyton Craighill as Vice-president of the Tainan Theo- 
logical Seminary. He also visited Grace Church and St. Michael’s Hostel. 


On the fourth day, he visited St. Mark’s Church in Pingtung and St. Paul’s 
Church, Kaohsiung. From there he flew back to Taipei and left for Hong Kong on 
the same day. 


VISIT OF THE ARCHBISHOP OF GANTERBURY 


Our most distinguised visitor-and also the most rapid-during this quarter was 
the Most Rev. and Rt. Hon. Michael 
Ramsey, Archbishop of Canterbury. 
While travelling between Hong Kong 
and Korea, the Archbishop and his wife 
were kind enough to visit the V.I.P.

and his wife showed peculiar warmth in the handshakes which they gave. Several 
gifts were presented to the visitors, including a painting specially prepared by Mie 
Ma Shou-hua for the occasion. 


Although time was short, the Archbishop was able to give us a short address, 
which is printed below. 


Bishop Pong, Fellow Anglicans and Friends: 


It is a great joy and priviledge for me, my wife and my companions to have this 
short time with you in this country. I bring to you greetings from the Church of 
England. 


In the wo1tld-wide Anglican Communion, all our Anglican churches are a closely 
knit family fellowship. The Anglican chutches in other parts of the world, including 
England, often remember the Anglican Christians in this country in our prayers, 
And we know that you pray for the rest of us. And we do our utmost to help one 
another and serve one another in our difficult but joyful task to carry the good news 


of Christ and Christianity to every country in the world. 


I am in the course of a visit to Anglican churches in Asia and wherever I have 
been I found Anglicans firm in their faith, facing many difficulties, but facing them 
with the joy that Christ gives to His people who are faithful. And I am quite sure 
that I find here in this country Anglicans who are faithful and Anglicans who have 
the joy of Christ in their hearts, remebering the great words of the Apostle, If we 
suffer with Christ, we would also rise with Him; and the other words of the Apostle 
describing the life of every Christian as sorrowful and yet at the same time joyful. 
There is plenty in this sad world to make us sad, but Christ gives joy to all His 
people. And we spread that joy of Christ by our Christia faith and Christian fellowship. 
wherever I have been in Asia I have seen nothing but only of the great faithfulness 
of the Anglican Christians not only of our closely-knit Anglican Communion, but also 
of the growing friendship and cooperation between Anglicans and other churches. I 
know that this is the case in this country too. And my heart has been warmed by 
the welcome given here not only by the Anglican Bishop Pong, my fellow Anglicans, 
but also by the leaders of other churches, both Catholic and Protestant. I pray that 


here in this country the close cooperation of the different churches will steadily go 


forward.

We have not yet solved all the problems of Christian Union, but we do not have 
to wait to solve all the problems of Christian Union in order to be ready praying 
together, worshipping together, and acting together in the spread of the Gospel and 


in the service of those in need and in suffering. 


At this time Christians everywhere will soon be commemorating the passion of 
our Lord and will be looking forward to the joyful Easter festival. It is not therefore 
too soon for me to wish all of you a very joyful Easter festival this year. And indeed 
may the joy of Christ’s resurrection, and the Lordship of the living, ever-present 


Jesus, unite us one another in serving Him with all our hearts. God bless you all. 


And my dear Bishop, we do thank you for the lovely gifts which you have given 
to us and those gifts will always be for us a mememto of this great eventful time 


here. The gifts will be a symbol of our continuing mutual friendship.

A visit to St. Peter's, Chiayi 


As you approach the town of Chiayi from the south you come across a tall 
marker stone. This is a reminder that Chiayi is situated almost on the Tropic of 
Cancer. The day when I made my journey, it was the Spring Holiday, and passengers 
were even more numerous than usual. This made the bus late. 


When the bus arrived we had only seven minutes to go before the start of 
the service at St. Peter’s. Rev. Michael Liu, the Vicar, took me by motor cycle to the 
church. Even so we started the service a few minutes late. 


It was Lent, and everything in the church that could be made purple was suitably 
changed-we even had purple candles and a purple curtain behind the Communion 
table. Little more than a dozén of us met for this service. As the church could have 
held six or seven times that number, it looked somewhat empty. But, as Michael Liu 
explained, the bulk of the local people speak Taiwanese, not Mandarin; and there is 
an evening service in Taiwanese at which the number of worshippers is well over 
twenty. It was a good sign when the worshippers, instead of rushing home at the 
end of worship, stayed to talk. 


Invited to the house for a noodle lunch, I was able to spend more time with the 
family. The Lius have three young children-two girls and a boy. The youngest, aged 
two, is sometimes nicknamed “Pluto” because of her stubbornness; when I saw mother 
chasing her round the room in order to feed her, 1 could see that the name was given 


with reason. 


Later Michael Liu and I walked round the grounds. At one time the complex was 
owned by a rich man. Today, besides the church, it houses old and new hostels for 
high school girls. Just now there are forty-six girls in residence; of whom only one 
has a Christian profession. These girls have to give the greater part of their time to 
study. Some were sitting around the courtyard with their books. A large spreading 
tree, for which I know no Western name, in the centre of the courtyard, gave the 
place plenty of character. In September a kindergarten is to be started in one of the 
‘present buildings.

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When the congregation was founded ten years ago the first minister was Rev. 
Samuel Chen. Michael Liu has been here for six years. This September he goes to 
England for a year of further training, and his place is to be taken by Jason Ke, at 
present working in the diocesan office in Taipei. Thus another chapter is opening in 
the life of this small congregation. ReW-eT. 


AROUND THE CHURCHES 


Church of the Good Shepherd, Shihlin-Tenth Anniversary Celebrations. 


' Good Shepherd Church is celebrating its tenth Anniversary this year. As part of 
this celebration, a Rummage Sale was held on 28th April 73. It was held on quite a 
big scale. More than sixty people helped in making it a great success. There were 
different types of things for sale, e.g. clothing for boys and girls, for adults (men and 
women), shoes, cakes, cookies, Coca-—cola, ice-cream and electric tooth-brushes! There 
was also an auction of clothing and other things. Of course the main attraction was 
the Raffle. There were over eighty prizes. The first prize was an expensive hi-fi 
system. Other prizes include electric fans, table lamps, perfume, dolls etc. There were 
games to play also and these games stalls were operated by some of our University 
and Technical College students. As a result of the sale, the total amount of money 
earned was NT$ 45,635.00. This was truly a large sum of money and would help 
tremendously in the work of the church. 


Also on the 128th May, a parish pot-luck dinner was held in the Parish Hall to 
celebrate the tenth anniversary of the church. The ladies of the church got to work 
and cooked many lovely dishes for all to enjoy. We had many guests from other 
churches to come and join us on this happy occasion. 


It is also planned, as part of our 10th anniversary program, to conduct a series 
of gospel or evangelistic meetings sometime in October this year. From our kindergarten 
we are in contact with many parents living around the church. A systematic program 
of visitation will be worked out to bring as many of the parents as possible to the 
meetings so that they will hear the gospel. Please pray for God’s blessings on this 


venture of faith. 


News from Advent Church, Hsinpu. 


On Feb. 24, (St. Matthias Day), three of the staff of St. John’s and St. Mary’s 
Institute of Technology were baptised. This was truly a joyful and moving occasion. 
Among the three was one Mr C. R. Wang, who was formerly in the Navy, and is 
now in charge of the Department of Training and Counselling in the Institute. Mr. 
Wang is also a scholar in Mathematics and has written three books on Mathematics 
and translated twenty-six books for the Hsu Foundation. 


From 13-15 March, the Advent Church conducted a series of three evangelistic 
meetings in its new building. This was the first major event since the official dedic- 
ation of Advent Church to be Bishop Wong Memorial Chapel. The speaker for the 
three nights was the Rev. Dr. Andrew Loo, former chaplain to President Chiang. 
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His topics were: ‘The Way’, ‘The Truth’, ‘The Life’. The Bethany Gospel Team 
from the Taiwan Theological College presented musical items. The team, consisting of 
over ten members, male and female, gave solos, choir numbers as well as instrumen- 
tals. Every night the attendance averaged about four hundred people, most of whom 
were students and staff members of the Institute. The Mission proved to be a very- 


fruitful and rewarding experience. 


On Ist March, Bishop Pong came and conducted a Confirmation service here. Mr. 
& Mrs. T. R. Wang and the other two recently baptised and one Mdm. Jou Hai- 
Kwang were confirmed on that day. This was another memorable occasion for the 
Church of the Advent. 


News from St. James’ Nursery, Taichung 


S. James’ Nursery started in September 1970. At the beginning the number of 
children attending was very small. Even after about three years, the number was only 
about thirty. The reason is due to the fact that in recent years many kindergartens 
and nurseries have sprung up in Taichung and because of lack of funds, St. James’ 
Nursery was not able to provide transport and good recreational facilities for the 


children. 


So in November 1972, with subsidy from the Diocese, we were able to purchase a 
mini-bus and also provide many recreational facilities, like sand-pit, slide, swings, 
revolving ball-frame, etc, for the children to play. In February, 1973, when we began 
our year, the superintendent of our nursery took her teachers to go and visit many 
of the parents. Mrs. Pan and Mrs. Wang, both of whom are clergy wives, also helped 
in the visitation. As a result of this special effort, our number grew to above seventy 
children. More parents wanted to send their children, but because our mini-bus could 
not take any more, we had to turn them away.

News from St. John’s Cathedral, Taipei 


On the 18th February, Bishop Pong came and conducted a Confirmation’ service 
at the Cathedral. The preacher that morning was the Rev. Peiyang Chang from Hong 
Kong. Rev. Chang is an honorary priest and is also chairman of the Federation of 
Chinese Christian Churches in Hong Kong. He spoke very good Mandarin and urged 
members of the congregation to be good stewards of the grace of God. 
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There were altogether five people confirmed, among whom was one Mdm Chang, 
Yueh-Fen, whose son is Dr. Wei from Hualian. Dr. Wei is highly respected in 
Hualian and we pray that through this family the gospel might be planted in that area. 


News from St. Michael’s House, Taiwan 


On 24th February the Rev. Roy Taylor returned from leave in England, bringing 
his bride, Eileen. Roy speaks Mandarin and Eileen Taiwanese, so they have a reasonable 
chance of making themselves understood. Now they are settled into their new flat at 
the hostel with their 21 students. English services have also’ been resumed in the 
chapel.

Bishop held a dinner for all the Anglican delegates in the On Lok Yen Restaurant in 
Taipei. The dinner was also to say farewell to Rev. and Mrs. Robert Burch, who have 
been working with the Taiwan Christian Service and are now returning to the U.S.A. 
One of the delegates, Rev. John Wallis (an Englishman), now working in Korea, 
preached at the Easter Cormmunion service at Grace Church, Tainan. At the same 
service, a former student, Simon Kwo, was baptised. 


Dedication of Kenneth Young Memonal Hall in SIS IG, Hsinpu. 


On 30th April. Mr. Paul Young, Mrs. Young, and their son Patrick came all the 
way from America for the dedication of the Kenneth Young Memorial Hall in St. 
John’s and St. Mary Institute of Technology (SJSMIT), Hsinpu. The Young family 
donated over $55,000 U.S. to build the Hall in memory of Mr. Kenneth Young 
his brother. The brief ceremony was attended by the alumni of St. John’s University, 
the northern clergy and staff and students of SJSMIT. After the dedication, Mr. 
Young entertained the guest to a dinner held inside the Hall. 


An Interview with Rev. Wilfred Chee 


In the last issue of Friendship magazine, the Rev. Wilfred Chee was reported to 
have arrived from West Malaysia to serve as curate at the Good Shepherd Church in 
Taipei. Roy Taylor interviewed him recently and below is a brief account of the 


interview. 

Taylor: Well, Wilfred, how long have you been in Taipei 
now and how do you like it here? 

Chee: I arrived in Taipei on the 19th Jan. It is now 

May. So I have been here about four months. 
I do like it here. It is a new experience for 
me. Although I am Chinese, yet I have never 
lived in a completely Chinese country. So I find 
it quite interesting. 

Taylor: I read that you did a Science degree before 
entering the Christian ministry. What did you 
major in? 

Chee: I majored in Biochemistry. 

Taylor: That’s an interesting subject. And what made 
you change to the Ministry? 

Chee: Well, it’s a long story. I was still in Australia then. I had just completed 
my degree course. And I was looking to God to show me His will for the 
next step. I was going to do an Honours year or perhaps a Masters degree. 
I have considered the challenge of the Ministry now and then, but never 
thought that God would call me to it. I must say I rather preferred the 
security of a profession than the hazards and uncertainties of a pastor’s life 
But deep inside me, I could not put off the challenge. I knew there was a 
shortage of preachers in Asia. 

Then one night at an annual student Convention meeting, a pastor Huang 
Ee Hoe was preaching on “Faithfulness”. He quoted many verses of Scripture. 
But one verse struck me particularly as being the voice of God speaking. It 
was 1 Timothy 1:12, ‘I thank Christ Jesus my Lord, who hath enabled me, 
for that he counted me faithful, putting me into the ministry.’ When I heard 
this verse, first of al] I felt a sense of rebuke because I had not counted it 
an honour and privilege to be called. Then I was encouraged to realize that 
if God had called, He would also enable. Finally, God only calls those who 
are faithful. 

A tremendous struggle and turmoil was going on in my soul. But praise 
the Lord! I experienced a wonderful sense of inward peace as I finally said 
“yes” to God. 

Taylor: Thanks for telling us your story. | am sure it will be a challenge to some 


one else By the way, how old are you and how long have you been married?

Chee: I am thirty-four. I have been married five years. I have a daughter, Denise, 
who is three and a half, and a son, Andrew, who is two years old. 


Taylor: I believe your wife was a former nurse. Where did she get her training? 


Chee: Yes, that’s right. She was trained in Seremban, Malaysia. She continued to 
work as a nurse after our marriage. But when we had our first child, she 
stopped. © 


Taylor: Well, Wilfred. how long do you expect to be in Taiwan? Will you be going 
back to Malaysia at all? 

Chee: Iam here on an exchange with the Rev. Stephen Hu, ‘who is now gone to 
Malaysia. I expect to be here two years and after that, I will return to 
Malaysia with my family. 

Taylor: Thank you very much, Wilfred. I am sure, as a result of our interview, our 
readers will feel that they know you better now a be able to pray for your 
work here more intelligently Good-bye. 


COMMENT 


Whether or not you have read Alvin Toffler’s book “Future Shock” it cannot have 


escaped your notice that we live in a world of rapid changes. This is not a temporary 


phenomenon, but a reality with which we all have to live. And those optimistic souls 


who regard change as something to be avoided will be unable to escape eventual 


~ disillusion. 


Often we associate change only with our Western civilizations; but what we so 
conveniently describe as “The Third World” is also greatly subject to change. Taiwan, 
for instance, is undergoing an economic revolution. A building project that cost 9000 


| U.S. $ two or three vears ago would cost 18,000 U.S. $ today. Gold has doubled in 
price during the last year. Public servants are all to receive a 20 per cent rise in 


July. Housewives visiting the market complain at the rising cost of foodstuffs. Inflation 
is certainly a problem in Taiwan. 

Technology too increases. The railway system is undergoing electrification. A wide 
range of electrical goods is available to the consumer in the stores. With the growth 
of heavy industry arises the threat of dangerous air pollution. 


Fashions change quickly here too. At one time Taiwan was two years behind 
other nations; but mini-skirts arrived here soon after their appearance overseas, and 
the boys are now happy to sport their flared trousers. 

We are a long way yet from some of the predictions made by Toffler in his book. 
There is still a spirit of conservatism here which counteracts the thrust towards 
change. Yet we must face the fact that much that he says of America will one day 
be true of Taiwan. 

Christians claim that they have a contemporary religion. God is the God of history, 
but He is also the God of today. He is never to be taken by surprise. The Christian 
is a person whose life is hidden with Christ in God. He has hidden springs from which 
to draw. His feet are shod with the preparation given him by the Gospel of Peace. We 
are called to be conservative concerning the great truths which we believe, but readily 
adaptable as we seek to communicate these truths in an ever-changing world. 
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
